fense so it could better prepare 
to argue Bennett's case at the 
trial. 


The Supreme Court said that 


for 102 years the definition of a 
felony has been set out in Ar- 
kansas law as those which may 
be punished by death or con- 
finement "in the penitentiary." 


The penalty clause of the 1971 


act said that punishment for 
sale of marijuana could be a 
fine ranging up to $25,000 or 
imprisonment for up to 15 
years, or both. 


However, the clause did not 


say that imprisonment would 
be in the state penitentiary. 
Therefore, the court said, the 
crime 
itself 
was 
a mis- 


demeanor. 


The amendment approved by 


the legislature in February 
added the word "felony" and 
increased the penalty to up to 
30 years in prison. 


On the issue of the informer, 


the court held that when an in- 
formant is an actual witness to 
an alleged crime, his testimony 
could be sought by the defense 
to contradict testimony of wit- 
nesses for the state and, there- 
fore, his identity should be 
made known to the defense. 


An informant who supplied 


only a "lead" to law enforce- 
ment officers, but did not par- 
ticipate in any transaction sur- 
rounding the alleged crime, 
would be a different matter, 
the court said.

week that meat imports this 
year will be boosted seven per 
cent from the level permitted 
in 1971. 


C. W. McMillan, executive 


vice president of the American 
National Cattlemen's 
Associ- 


ation, criticized the boost on 
grounds it could lead to further 
expansion of meat imports in 
the future. 


However, 
government 


sources say NCA leadership 
generally was relieved that the 
1972 
quota increase 
was no 


larger. 


Moreover, although some im- 


porters had wanted at least a 
15-per-cent hike, one source 
close to the Australian meat 
trade said "we're delighted" 
over the 7-per-cent increase. 


Australia received an alloca- 


tion this year of more than 600 
million pounds of the total 
quota of 1.24 billion, up 40 mil- 
lion from the original "volun- 
tary restraint" level for 1971. 


Last year, however, Australia 


was able to supply only 530 mil- 
lion pounds of its original share 
of 560 million. Together, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand furnish 
about 70 per cent of the quota- 
type meat. 


But the meat-import question 


is far from dead. Consumer 
groups, wanting unlimited beef 
from 
foreign 
countries, 
are 


gearing up on Capitol Hill for 
another push and some urban 
members of Congress are lead- 
ing the way. 


Rep. 
Fernand J. St Germain, 


D-R.I., asked President Nixon 
in Februrary to lift all meat 
quotas this year to help keep 
supermarket prices down. 


Following last week's an- 


nouncement of a 7-per-cent 
boost in the allowed level, St 
Germain said the increase was 
a help but still not enough. 


More Bomb Threats

was searched during scheduled 
stopovers in Houston and New 
Orleans, delaying its arrival in 
Miami by about an hour.

(Sunday) and said there was a 
bomb on the plane and hung 
up," a National spokesman said 
in Los Angeles. 


The caller to Texas Inter- 


national Airlines told officials 
that 
a 
bomb 
was planted 


aboard an airplane destined for 
Salt Lake City. He did not say 
which airline was involved. 


The officials said four planes 


heading for Salt Lake were di- 
verted and three others, all be- 
longing to Western Airlines, 
were searched on the ground. 
As in the other cases no ex- 
plosive was found. 


"The government cannot— 


must not—put itself in the posi- 
tion of telling consumers, espe- 
cially those of lower income, 
that the only answer to high 
meat prices is to stop eating 
meat," St Germain said in a 
statement. 


"I commend the President 


for his action in raising meat- 
import quotas," he said, "but I 
most sincerely deplore that acti- 
vities of a small group of 
ranchers and feedlot owners 
which would place its own in- 
terests above those of the en- 
tire consuming public." 


More stirring of the import 


situation is expected Thursday 
and Friday this week when 
Rep. 
Benjamin Rosenthal, D- 


N.Y., opens a hearing on meat 
prices. 


A Rosenthal aide said one ob- 


jective will be to imravel the 
methods used to set annual im- 
port quotas which, he said, are 
"shrouded in secrecy" by gov- 
ernment officials.

Simple Walking Still Best 


What Strengthens the Heart 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.U. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


wondered if there are any 
kinds of activity that those 
with heart conditions should 
especially avoid. My hus- 
band is most anxious to do 
what is best and not overdo, 
but he probably doesn't do 
enough. 1 think he can't 
quite realize that exercise of 
the right kind strengthens, 
not weakens, the heart. I be- 
lieve a column of general ad- 
vice for people with a heart 
condition would be of help 
to many, it such advice can 
be given when there are so 
many kinds of this trouble

tion 


For individuals who do not 


have any symptoms of heart 
disease, specifically no evi- 
dence ot shortness of breath 
in chest pain, 1 think the 
best exercise in the world is 


enough simple walking. It 
doesn't need to be very fast. 
It 
can 
gradually 
be 
in- 


creased in speed, if one de- 
sires to do so, or in duration 
to a level entirely consistent 
with the individual's own 
health. A comfortable walk 
of from 10 to 15 minutes is 
usually within the scope of 
most people's physical abil- 
ity unless they already have 
symptoms of heart disease. 
Then the duration can be in- 
creased to 30 minutes, then 
30 minutes twice a day. 


While many people can 


walk an hour without diffi- 
culty, there are a surprising 
number who cannot. So it is 
not a goal one should hope to 
achieve when he first starts 
walking. If a person has any 
evidence of chest pain or 
shortness of breath or just 
feels too tired, he should 
stop walking and rest 


Any person who has symp- 


toms while doing ordinary 
walking shouldn't try to do 


any more of an exercise pro- 
gram without a 
complete 


evaluation by their doctor. 


I do not approve of vigor- 


ous exercise tor individuals 
who have not already dem- 
onstrated adequate walking 
capacity. For older people 
or those who already have 
diagnosed heart disease, 1 
am 
not very enthusiastic 


about maximum physical ex- 
ercise of any type. Good 
walking exercise will build 
up your heart and circula- 
tion. In younger people with- 
out evidence of serious heart 
disease, 
after 
they 
have 


demonstrated their walking 
capacity and maintained it 
for several weeks, more vig- 
orous exercise such as jog- 
ging and other exercises can 
be considered 


Many people already ex- 


ceed these levels of exercise 
regularly and do so comfort- 
ably. For those I suggest 


that they continue to do so, 
only avoid peak exertion or 
unusual exertion. It is better 
to exercise a little bit below 
your maximum capacity and 
do it more often, than it is 
to overdo it just one time. 
Exercise causes the heart to 
increase its work. The heart 
is essentially a muscle and 
like any other muscle that is 
worked 
it 
builds 
up 
its 


strength. Doctors also think 
that appropriate forms of ex- 
ercise increase 
the blood 


supply to the heart muscle 
just as we know it does in 
other muscles of the body 
that 
are 
worked or ex- 


ercised. Used proporely. it is 
a wonderful way of building 
up the strength and capacity 
of the heart.

plishment was the creation of a 
new black political movement. 


Whether "The National As- 


sembly," as the new movement 
was tentatively called, might 
eventually evolve into a third 
political party no one could 
say. But great things were pre- 
dicted for its future. 


"All of these seeds have be- 


gun to come together and ger- 
minate into one flower," said 
Chicago's Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
comparing the new movement 
to independent black state polit- 
ical movements in South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi and Alabama. 


"If we do nothing else to- 


day," Jackson said, "we will 
have made a revolutionary step 
toward a black political nation 
in this country and in the 
world."

"People are tired now," said 


Rep. Charles Diggs of Mich- 
igan. <;We are forgetting what 
we already agreed to ... No 
matter how they look today, the 
final agenda coming up May 19 
will not be the same docu- 
ments." 


He said an earlier vote gave 


a steering committee 
of 50 


state delegation chairmen plus 
a few others the authority to 
rewrite and resolve all conflicts 
in the list of final resolutions, 
to be released on the birthday 
of the late Malcolm X, May 19, 
and to "ratify that document in 
the name of the convention." 


Another document, a National 


Black Agenda calling 
for a 


"permanent political movement 
that, addresses itself to basic 
control and reshaping of Ameri- 
can institutions" also was 
adopted tentatively. 


"The 
unifying objective of 


this political movement must 
IK the empowerment of 
the 


black community, not simply 
its 
representatives," 
the 


agenda said. "It must 
offer 


basic alternatives to all the 
existing 
American 
political, 


economic 
and 
cultural sys- 


tems." 


The agenda's list of basic 


recommendations included: 


-Black 
representation

both the Senate and House in 
ratio to the 15 per cent black 
population of the nation, with 
the same principle applied to 
state and local governments. 


—Reparations to blacks in 


the form of real estate and 
cash. 


—The formation of black un- 


ions as an alternative to labor

Britain, China to 
Exchange Envoys 


TOKYO (AP) — China and 


Brilain have agreed to ex- 
change ambassadors, a joint 
communique broadcast by Pe- 
king announced today. 


The communique ended a 22- 


year tussle between Peking and 
i/>ndon over the problem of 
Taiwan, seat of the Nationalist 
Chinese government. It reflect- 
ed a reversal of Britain's origi- 
nal stand that the status of Tai- 
wan 
remained 
to be inter- 


nationally determined. 


Britain and China have been 


in a diplomatic relationship 
since 1950 but each is repre- 
sented in the other's capital by 
a charge d'affaires. The prob- 
lem of Taiwan was the main 
cause of this.

But when the new law was 


tested in court, it was held null 
and void. The court said the city 
simply had no power to regulate 
a business as harmless as selling 
flowers. 


Private enterprise, while not 


wholly free, still has consider- 
able vitality. 
A city's "police 


power" does not include blanket 
authority over all kinds of busi- 
ness activities, just because they 
happen to be within the city 
limits. 


On the other hand, a city may 


indeed impose restraints on a 
business that has a real potential 
for harm. 


Consider the case of a man 


who started a telephone answer- 
ing service. According to a city 
ordinance, he and his employees 
were supposed to submit to pho- 
tographing 
and 
fingerprinting. 


Challenging the ordinance, the 
man said it was unfair to "single 
us out." 


But a court saw two ways in 


which 
a 
telephone answering 


service could be harmful: 


1) by the misuse of confi- 


dential information about 
subscribers; and 


2) by the encouragement of 


immoral activities. 


Upholding the city's require- 


ments, the court said: 


"There is a reasonable basis 


for distinguishing this type of 
business from others that are not 
regulated."
